As compared with the posi- 
tion on June 13, unemployment 
had declined by 29,796 July 18, 
ma and employment had increased 
J. B NORCROSS by 38,000. 

A year ago, however, just before the decline 
began, there were 448,000 fewer unemployed and 
300,000 more employed than shown by the July 
return, the present totals being, employed, 11,- 
371,000; unemployed, 1,773,116. 

In the cotton industry, that most seriously 
affected by the “recession” last month showed 
a drop of 23,609 in unemployment, but the im- 
provement is not so substantial as it appears. The 
June figure was taken when many mills had 
closed down for a rather lengthened Whitsun- 
tide holiday. The most recent figures show that, 
as compared with those of last year, 72,890 more 
cotton operatives are out of work. 

In view of this situation the organizations of 
employees in the cotton industry are not pressing 
as strongly as before for a 40-hour week. 

The leaders recently conferred with Mr. E. 
Brown, the minister of labor, on the question of 
ratification by the British government of the 
Geneva 40-hour week convention.
